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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As in the past, applicant's arguments rely upon 
features that are not recited by the instant claims, i.e, bubble size, the alleged critical positioning of the liquid inlet relative to the liquid 
outlet and cavity, which is only approached by dependent claims 4 and 5 and in each instance the claims use the relative term "near", 
which is hardly precise positional language, and the argument that the reference does not teach the instant discharge of pressure as in 
the invention, such would rely upon the claims reciting a wide open downstream outlet, which is not recited by the claims.. 
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
